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Black Highlights Special Occasion Dresses 


Black is THE important neutral for Fall/Winter. Glitter 
is also important, but is no longer as overpowering as in 
seasons past. A little touch goes a long way. Jewel tones 
offer an alternative to the somberness of black as do black/ 
white plaids. Fabrics include wools, velvets, chiffons, 
rayon-challis, rayon crepes, silks, silk taffetas, tissue 
failles and metallics. Trims include feathers and lots of 
frilly ruffles in fabrics identical to that of the dress, or 
REVIEWED: in silk taffeta.

Interstoff Fabrics Fair - Quality, No Surprises 


The 47th Interstoff (Frankfurt, May 4-7) 
was refined, classic, and predictable. No 
startling new developments but rather a 
gradual evolvement of fabrics with better 
finish and more design than those of last 
season. Emphasis was on quality, and 
cloths and textures were combined in fresh 
and unexpected ways. 


MAJOR FABRICATIONS: 
Linen and linen blends--printed, plain, 
embroidered. Raw silks, fluid silky 
cloths, stone-washed finishes. Lustre: 
calendered, pearlized, polished. Slub 
and flamme effects, dull/bright 
contrasts, sheer transparent weaves. 


THE CLASSICS 

Supple fluid fabrics for city dressing-- 
more luxurious and lighter in weight with 
either crisp, smooth or silkened finishes. 
Wovens--lightweight wools, cotton pique 
in different ribs, linen and linen blends. 
Silk textures in two-tone, houndstooth, 
chevrons and stripes. Shantung, seersucker, 
lustrous poplins, faille, tropicals, 
Silkened gabardine with a worsted band. 
Shirtings--silky twills, broadcloth, 
crepe de chine, lightweight taffeta, 
satiny checks and stripes. Leno, lawn, 
batiste, white on white jacquards, cotton 
dotted swiss voiles. Knits--sheer linen 
knits, pointelles, silky interlocks, lenos, 
and mesh. 

PATTERNS: Narrow dobbies and jacquards, 
damasks, graphic checks from small to big 
and boxy. Prince of Wales, puppy-tooth 
checks. Pajama, blazer, regatta, rainbow 
and tonal stripes. Diamonds and argyles. 


THE FUNCTIONALS 

For active and spectator sportswear-- 
Knits emerge as a very important category: 
terries, velours, shags, loops, ribs, cotton 
blend interlocks, t-shirting, sweatshirting, 
double-face oxford cloth. Wovens--flat 
surface poplin and sailcloth, lighter 
broadcloths, stone-washed cottons--from 
shirting to outerwear weights. Coated yarn 
dyes in classic pinstripes, dots, or linear 
checks. Madras in soft or strong colors 
with dark tones worked through. Menswear 
striped shirting, oxford, chambray--when not 
traditional in versions of pink, mauve, 
pearl grey, black and white. Denim (7 oz.), 
narrow to mid-wale corduroy, basket weaves, 
nubby, coarse linen, pebbly tweeds. 





PATTERNS: Gingham, broken check and 
stripes, miniature or multi-color floral 
jacquard, ticking, mattress or engineered 
stripes. 


THE ROMANTICS 


In fabrications reminiscent of the 
Edwardian boudoir and veranda. Embroideries, 
watercolored chintz, subtle flocking, open 
weaves, sheers. Wovens--silk, organza, 
lightweight moire, taffeta and satin, 
cotton lawn, batiste, crepon, georgettes, 
mousselines, organdy chintz, etamines. 

PATTERNS: Pillow case embroidery, satin 
checks and stripes. Eyelets, burnt outs, 
dotted swiss, flocking. Jacquards on sheers, 
ting floral stripes on sheers. 





THE PRINTS 


Not a major story...florals, abstracts, 
and graphics, combined and coordinated to 
create unusual effects. 

PATTERNS: Art deco, bayadere graphics, 
fiat stencil florals, positive and negative 
designs, dots & spots, calicos, huge 
tropicals, large & widely spaced florals, 


Victorian nosegays, patterned wallpaper stripes. 


COLORS 

Pearlized pastels--pale lemon, pink, lilac, 
apricot, delft blue, green. Pottery colors-- 
blue, green, ochre, brown, burnt orange, red. 
Candy acids--sweet or sharp depending on 
intensity, and mixed with pink, citric yellow, 
aniseed green or bright blue. Summer darks-- 
black, navy, dark brown, and green. White 
and black continue to be strong, either alone 
or combined. 





Daytime Sophistication in Dresses 


Lean looks, puffed shoulders, mandarin and 
Peter Pan collars, inverted front pleats, 
tunics over skirts, cummerbunds, and low-set 
waistlines. Jewel tones, black, paisleys, 
and stripes. Fabrics from wools and rayons 
to synthetic-and-natural fiber combinations 
and cotton flannels. 


CHETTA B...Multi-color vertical stripe lean 
chemise, long sleeves, horizontal-stripe 
extended shoulders, placket front, polka dot 
scarf. Flame-stitch and floral stripe lean 
dress, drop waist. Also square-shouldered 
rayon dress in camel/pink/blue plaid, 
inverted front skirt pleat, gauntlet cuffs. 
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Ruffles and Tux-Looks in Fall Blouses 


Blouses take on menswear detailing, 
feminine ruffling, bows, string ties, capelet 
collars, tucks and pinafore effects. Plaids 
and stripes are as vibrant--and as important-- 
as solid colorations. Polyester/wool blends, 
all polyester, and pure cotton are popular. 


REGINA PORTER FOR PORTERHOUSE--Berry 
polyester crinkle, triangle collar, tuck 
front, pleated sleeve; also maple cotton 
pinafore effect with ruffles down each side, 
front and back, four tucks in front. 


CHANTAL THOMASS FOR MR. WITT--White bib 
tuxedo shirt, string bow tie; also small 
floral print blouse, string bow. 


HELEN FABRIKANT FOR H. FABRIKANT--Solid 
color choice cape-collared blouse, plaid 
taffeta bow; also double-tier front ruffle 
blouse, choice of colors, stand-up collar, 
ruffled cuffs. 


LLOYD WILLIAMS--All-white cotton dobby 
tuxedo bib front shirt, wing collar; also 
taffeta polyester red/black or black/white 
plaid button-front blouse, band neck, full 
puffed sleeves.
